HER FIRES ARE PUT OUT 


Waves Wash Over the Vsaasl Until 


the Water is Three Feet Deep In the 
Engine Room—Crew Abandon the 


Boat and Reach Her Consort With 


Great Difficulty—City of Cleveland 
Sinks Near Detroit. 


Buffalo. Oct. 21.—The etaanwr Serai- 
low, lumber laden, boun. from Em er­ 
son, Lake Superior, to Buffalo, foun­ 
dered off Ix>ng Point.

Lee C hing, a prominent and well 
to do Chi na man. of N ew Y o rk city, 
arrived in the city Saturday from the 
cast and he has come all the w ay from 
Gotham on 
w hat he deems a very 
im portant m ission. 
L e e c h in g was 
a cousin of Lee Chong, the C hin a­ 
man who was murdered in this city 
about eight years ago, and for which 
crime Ham Hong, another Chinam an, 
who was a resident of 
Brainerd , is 
-erving a twenty-five year sentence 
at S tillw a te r. 
Ham Hong s pardon was asked for 
at th** recent 
meeting of the pardon 
board in S t. Bau l but it was refused. 
The application was asked for b y Ho 
Yow , im perial Chinese consul at San 
Francisco, but the board refused the 
pardon 
as 
then* was nothing but 


docum entary evidence to sustain the 
allegations. 
In the letter the consul 
alleged that Ham Hong was innocent 
and charged that another Chinam an, 
who li ves in Brainerd, is the g u ilty 
party, but there is no Chinam an liv ­ 
ing here at all now. 
Lee C hing, of New York, read the 
account of the application before the 
pardon 
board of this state in the 
New Y o rk papers, and recognizing 
his cousin's name and wishing to see 
that the man convicted for the m ur­ 
der b** avenged he hastened here.

I C h i n g , a prominent and well 
to do Chinaman, of New York city, 
arrived in the city Saturday from the 
east and be has come all the way from 
Gotham on what he deems a very 
importaot mission, 
Lee Ching was 
a cousin of Lee Chong, the China­ 
man who was murdered in this city 
about eight years ago, and for which 
crime Ham Hong, another Chinaman, 
who wa-k a resident of Brainerd, is 
serving a twenty five year sentence 
at Still water. 
Hum Hong's pardon was asked for 
at the recent meeting of the pardon 
board in St. Paul but it was refused. 
The application was asked for by Ho 
JTow, imperial Chinese consul at San 
Francisco, but the board refused the 
pardon as there was nothing but 
documentary evidence to sustain the 
allegations. 
In the letter the consul 
alleged that Ham Hong was innocent 
and charged that another Chinaman, 
who lives in Broinerd, is the guilty 
party, but there is no Chinaman liv­ 
ing here at all now. 
Lee Ching, of New York, read the 
account of the application 'before the 
pardon lioard of this stale in the 
New York papers, and recognizing 
his cousin's name and wishing to see 
that the man convicted for the mur­ 
der Is* avenged he hastened here. 
He did not know when he arrived 
that the ¡sirflon had been refused but 
was of course very glad to hear of 
the action that had lieen taken in the 
matter. 
He claims that everything in his 
power and in the power of the wealthy 
relatives of the murdered Chinaman 
of New York will he done to block 
any scheme to have Hum Hong par­ 
doned. 
On© of the first men he saw 
in this city was Judge Holland, who 
was the trial judge at the time of the 
murder. 
From the judge he secured 
a letter directed to Tom fas», who is 
one of the most influential 
and 
wealthy Chinamen of New York city, 
and in the short epistle the fact that 
the pardon <>f Ham Hong had been 
ask**d for uud had been refused was 
set forth. 
This letter Lee Ching 
wanted so that all of his countrymen 
in that city would know what dispo­ 
sition had lieen made of the ca»». 
Lee Ching stated this afternoon 
that he was sure that there was some 
money influence tie hind the efforts 
being made by Imperial Consul Ho 
Yow, of San Francisco, but his coun­ 
trymen will keep tab hereafter on the 
meetings of the pardou board and 
there will always he a representative 
of the family of the murdered laun* 
dryman present to see to it that no 
pardon be granted if they can pre­ 
vent it. 
This is Lee Ching s first visit to 
the city and Sunday morning he was 
piloted about by D. A. L. Richard* 
sou, who at the time of the m urder 
was in the employ of the Brainenl *V 
Northern liy 
He was cognizant 
with all the facts surrounding the 
murder and took lore Ching to the 
spot where the munler wuscommittexi 
and also to the grave of Lee Chong, 
in Kvergrc*'ii cemetery.
